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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior 
art fails to disclose a universal mount luminaire having the following features: 

1) a mounting plate for vertical surface mounting and an integral davit arm 
aperture; 

2) a support arm having a davit arm aperture formed in the vertical mounting 

plate; 

3) means affixed to the housing for mounting the luminaire to a pole extending on 
a vertical axis; and 

4) a support plate on the support mount, the support mount being affixed to the 
housing, mountable on a side of a vertical lighting support pole.
